Congress and the New Departure Phder
teneral Grant

Will General Grant in the White House be a
seeond Andy Johnson! Have the Republicans
caught a Tartar 7 Some of the Democratic po-
litiviens are getting their sails in this direc-
tion, while the radieal leaders in Congress are
evidently disinelined in advance of the Gena-
ral's iuaugural to give him a loose rein. He
is still to them a mystery. He gives no opin-
ions and answers no questions converning his
Cubiinet or his policy. He avoids the White
House; but be algo avoids the Capitol., His
reticence excites sugpivion, and his political
autecedents are conservative. His radical
fiiends @wie not sure whether he will prove a
man of wax or & man of iron ; & good worker
ju tue traces, or a8 fraotions a8 & mule; an
antomaton like Duchanan, a marplot like
Johugon. or a master like OUld Hickory. Ho
they are waiting to hiear the voice of the oracle.
The prevailivg opinion amoug the Republi-
tansE, Nowever, Seelns to be that General Girant
will have no policy of his own, exeept upon
retrenchment, aud that, having no desire ror
wrecond term, there is but little danger of his
undertaking a repetition of Johnson's profit-
lees fight with the two honses, or of Jackson's
despotic l”al'ip”uﬁ.

Meantime, we think, enongh iz known of
the character of General Urasot to justify the
prediction that as President he will give us
sumething better than the negative do-nothing
policy o' Buchansn, aud something more effi-
clent aud decigive than Johuoson's policy,with-
out the continuous fuss and luommery and
incerswut gquabblings of Johnsoa,  In the late
Presidentisl cauvass Gensral Blair, who
fought throngh the Vicksborg campaign with
Girsnt, aod throogh the cswpaigon of Georgia
and the Carolinas with Sherman, said of Grant
that be was a eoldier of great wilitary capa-
vity, & wan of resvlation, bnt withal & very
swbillons man, and that if elsoted I'resident
he would bold ou to the offive to the end of
Lis lile, meaning thereby that in exchange

As to the rest, it
may be laid down 18 a sale proposition that,
great as are the diffionliied to construoting &
canal soross the lsthmuas, thare are nonoe to
which the existiog devices of modern wsugi-
peering sre not nlly adeiguale.

To this stupendons eogivesring fest, com-
pared with which even the Sucz Csoal dwin-
dles in megnitude, none of the pstty Siates
coutignons to the lsthwus ever dreawmt, of
conrge, of addressivg thumselves, Mors thau
one commercial Larop=an power has, how-
aver, oarefully watohed and waighed it
Everybody will recall the uueasiness with
which in onr conntry the gurveys and experi-
meuts of Kuglish engineers, many yuars ago,
were observed; and still fresher in msmory is
the outery of indignation wherewith the
Preunch oconpation ol Mexioo was instinotivaly
vonpec ed by our people with this 2ama grand
problem, Often postponed—now by more
pressing echewmes of internal polioy, now by
politieal difficulties, awon by the war, and
always by the prodigions character of the un-
dertaking, this magniticent snterprize has vet
never been lost sight of by Americans, What
it means is vo less than the grand highway of
cowmerce botween Asia aud the rest of the
world, and a8 such it was felt that it muast be
built by American capital, uoder Amerivan
auspices, and established forever under Ame-
rican control. The proper time for the task
Las now appareutly come, and the gndden
and vast ioorease of travepacifiv trade de-
mands that it be pushed forward without
delay. .

A ocorrespondant in yesterday's Times sats
forth what has already been done and what
remains to do to open this grand conduit of
commerce.

The latter, whose total leogth is
thirty miles, embraces the sndacions featurs
of & tonnel throngh the Corditleras (to whick
that npder Mopt Cenia is trivial) geven miles
long, 100 fest wide, aud 115 lwsi high, through
which, of conrse, the largest mao-of-war could
be made to pass. A tidal lock and an aqne-
duet over the Mamoni river are also embraosd
in the plan.

It i8 to secure the privilege of farther anr-
veys and a final right of way that Mr. Cuosh
iug ia now despatchied by the Department of
State to New Granada. Shounld his mission
be satisfactory, a strong company of New
York eapitalists and enginesrs stands ready
to begin the grend enterprise of am iuter-
oceanie ghip ocanal—an enterprise which, if
brought to & euccessful issue, will stand
pnmatohed even In modern engineeriog
